Don used to get up early in the 
morning to go hunting He never 
came back w ith anything 1 used 
to think he was just a bad hunter 
until I overheard him tell some¬ 
one that he goes out and sits 
under one tree all day and when 
a deer comes by, he says ‘if 
you're here tommorrow, I’m 
going to have to shoot you' We 
even have to pay the neighbors 
to shoot at the coyotes.” 

Malone said he also opposes 
the legislation because he does 
not feel safe with the registra¬ 
tion system He was harassed a 
few years ago by an avid collec¬ 
tor who had managed to break 
into a government computer and 
find out his telephone number 
and address 

‘‘This guy phoned repeatedly 
because he wanted to buy one of 
the pieces I have.” Malone said 
“He even managed to get a land 
description out of the computer 
and showed up at our door one 
morning That really made us 
feel threatened .” 

But one of the Malones' big¬ 
gest ejections to the proposed 
legislation is the fact that they 
will not be able to leave the 
collection to their son 

Malone said just the threat of 
the legislation being adopted has 
already caused ripples in the gun 
collecting community. He 
knows of several collectors who 
have begun to ship their collec¬ 
tions down to the United States

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RCMP deal with rash of burglaries

Didsbury RCMP are looking for 
anyone who might have informa¬ 
tion about several break, enter and 
theft incidents which occurred in 
Didsbury and Carstairs last week 
Last Wednesday and Thursday, 
March 8 and 9, the Carstairs Co-op 
was hit twice by thieves who 
smashed into the grocery store and 


stole cartons of cigarettes RCMP 
said 38 cartons were stolen during 
the first incident and nine were sto¬ 
len in the second. 

Thieves also broke into Park¬ 
land Agn Services in the Didsbury 
industrial park on March 9 RCMP 
said a number of valuable items 
were taken in the theft including a 
lap top computer, a pnnter and a 
computer keyboard 


Another grocery store, this time 
Didsbury’s Mayfair Foods, was 
broken into sometime during the 
night between March 9 and 10 
Thieves smashed in the front door 
of the store and stole an undisclosed 
amount of cash.

Town council has agreed to pay 
framing costs for 15 pieces of art¬ 
work entrusted to the town from its 
twin in Oyama, Japan. 

The pieces were gifts to the town 
from Oyama representative Atsuka 
Kita, who has visited Didsbury twice 
since talks of twinning the towns 
began two years ago. 

The artwork, comprised of 10 
original art pieces and five photo¬ 
graphs, will be framed at a cost of 
approximately $600. The art work 
will then be displayed at a location 
to be determined at a later date. 

Whether or not a concession 


booth will be able to set up at Dids¬ 
bury’s tourism booth will be de¬ 
cided by town council’s general 
government services committee. 

The town received a letter re¬ 
questing permission to set up a bus 
concession stand at the tourism 
booth located near the campground 
during the summer months. The 
letter also indicated that the conces¬ 
sion owners would be willing to run 
the tourism booth. 

But council is also looking into 
moving the tourism information 
booth to Didsbury’s Eldon Foote 
Hall An advertisement requesting 
proposals for a business to run in 
conjunction with the booth has been 
placed but to date, no proposals 
have been received.

Students prepare for Mexico trip

On April 7th, 36 Olds Koinoma 
Christian School students will leave 
for their annual Mexico missions 
trip. 

Being an outreach mission, the 
team will also include three Red 
Deer Komonia students, two Cre¬ 


mona students, one person from 
Cherry Coulee and two Olds stu¬ 
dents. A select few are going from 
Didsbury. Seven fluent interpreters 
are taking the trip to Mexicali too, a 
large border town due south of Cali¬ 
fornia 

All participants are required to 
take an additional 16 hours of rigor¬ 
ous class study on how to give out 


lessons and personal testimonies, 
sing Spanish songs and learn differ¬ 
ent Spanish phrases, how to work 
efficiently with the interpreters and 
to gain basic knowledge on the cul¬ 
tural differences. 

Upon arrival, the group will meet 
up with about 500 other people from 
across North America, mainly 
church and youth groups, all with a 
basic ministries goal in mind. While 
camping on the desert floor in tents 


and sleeping bags, about one week 
will be dedicated to the residents of 
the town, people who moved there 
in hopes of finding jobs. "There's a 
lot of fast growing border cities 
from free trade People are trying to 
find jobs" said coordinator Paul 
Casurella. 

The entire journey will be taken 
by bus and participants will sleep in 
churches and schools to and from 
Mexico.

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Ratepayers to see an increase in 
property taxes

Didsburv ’ s municipal budget has 
yet to be passed by town council, 
but local property owners can ex¬ 
pect to see an increase in their taxes 
this year regardless of the mill rate. 

A change in assessment proce¬ 
dures from construction costs mi¬ 
nus depreciation to market value 
means most home owners can ex¬ 
pect to see an increase on their tax 
bill this year 

Town Administrator Mike Sto¬ 
rey said assessments have gone up 
nearly double for town residential 


properties since the new assessment 
was completed last month Com¬ 
mercial assessments have actually 
decreased to better represent the 
market picture. 

That means residential property 
owners will pay more if the mill rate 
stays the same as last year while 
commercial property owners will 
pay less. 

Storey said the mill rate will 
likely shift to help offset some of 
the increase, but residential prop¬ 
erty owners can still expect to be 
paying more tax He said an aver¬ 
age value home can expect a $ 100 
increase this year based on last 


year’s mill rate I'he new assess¬ 
ment procedure also means resi¬ 
dential property owners will be pay¬ 
ing a greater share of the town's 
total revenues as compared to com¬ 
mercial property owners. The new 
budget is expected to be introduced 
at the March 22 town council meet¬ 
ing 

Property owners will be getting 
an information package in the mail 
this week outlining the new assess¬ 
ment Appointments will be set up 
with the town's assessor for rate 
payers who feel the assessment is 
mistaken and for those who want 
more information.

Contrary to some present day 
statements that Old Age Security 
payments are not funded by a spe¬ 
cial tax, I present these facts to you.

By-law officer's version on permit fees 


Dear Editor: 

I would like to clarify some of 
the statements made in the Dids- 
bury Review, February 21, 1995 
issue under the heading "Safety 
Code Changes Could Cost Town" 

- Alberta Labour does not pres¬ 
ently offer subsidized licenses and 
inspection services, they charge an 
average $100 per hour 

- The word "permits" should be 
substituted for licenses. 

- The province will not issue 
permits or do any inspections in the 
future. 

- The town has provided build¬ 
ing permits and inspections and fire 
protection inspections in the past 
and this will not likely change 

- The town may at its own con¬ 
venience take on the responsibility 
for electrical, plumbing and gas 
permits currently offered through 
the Dept, of Labour in Red Deer 

- The town may set fees for these 


permits and inspections and may 
actually set them based on making a 
profit or breaking even 

- In no case will the changes to 
the Safety Code Act cost the Town 
Just like any other service provided 
by towns and municipalities, they 
may use various rates as a means to 
encourage development. The trade¬ 
off, of course, being the increased 
tax base, residents and services pro¬ 
vided through increased develop¬ 


ment. There will not be any huge 
bills to the taxpayers because of 
competition or as a result of the 
Safety Codes Act. 

While the Safety’ Codes Act has 
substantial administration and struc¬ 
tural changes, there is virtually no 
down side or potential cost to the 
town

These standardizations created less positions, which in turn created a small saving of dollars. It is 
important to note that through this re-organization, our staff to resident ratio DID NOT CHANGE. 
We feel confident that we can provide a higher level of care than before and still save valuable 
dollars.

Sealants, sometimes referred to as pit and fissure sealants, 
arc plastic protective coatings placed on the chewing surfaces 
of back teeth As the name implies, they act as a barrier to "seal" 
the grooves, pits, fissures and other irregularities of teeth 
against decay These are generally the areas at greatest risk to 
decay In addition to keeping out plaque and food, sealants also 
produce a smoother surface that is easier to clean 

Sealants are inexpensive They cost less than $20 per tooth 
and may be even less if more than one tooth is scaled in the 
same area of the mouth This fee is considerably lower than the 
cost of repairing or filling a decayed tooth It is also more likely 
for a tooth which has been filled to need a replacement filling 
or crown some time in the future Sealants can prevent that 
expensive chain of events from happening 

Sealants may wear away or chip with time Therefore, it is 
very important to have sealants checked at regular dental 
appointments As well as being cost effective, the application 
of a sealant is painless, simple and quick

Restoration on a grand scale 

• Rebuilding a historical house a real labor of love

What makes a historic house a 
home? 

Plenty of time, sweat and enthu¬ 
siasm 

In the case of Anna and Phil 
I.andon, who are meticulously re¬ 
storing Didsbury’s Hiebert house 
literally inch by inch, one can also 
add exhaustive research, resource¬ 
ful strategies in locating supplies 
and manufacturing specialists and 
above all, commitment. 

The Landons sold their Calgary 
home to purchase Hiebert House in 
1990 after a friend who shares their 
love of histone structures delivered 
them to the door step New Year’s 
Day 

“My first reaction was, ‘This 
place needs to be saved’,” Anna 
Landon said “We can’t let it go 

down.’’ 

Their enthusiasm survived a tour 
of the third floor where gaping holes 
in the roof made the top floor a 
soiled bird and bat sanctuary Tor¬ 
rents of rain water had stained the 
walls down all three stories. The 
smell of decay and wood rot per¬ 
vaded the entire house. Many one of 
a kind features, including stained 
glass windows, the ornate stair ban¬ 
nister and the detailed Tigerstripe 
oak fireplace were in dire need of 
repair. The roof was a write off and 
the wood floors, baseboards and 
intricately designed moldings on 
each of the three floors would have 
to be stripped and refinished The 
exterior looked even more daunt¬ 
ing 

The Landons knew they would 
be drawing on every particle of 
knowledge they ’d gleaned from past 
experience Phil, an electrical con¬ 
tractor and Anna, who was formerly 
employed with a construction firm 
prior to the move to Didsbury, rolled 
up their sleeves and literally dug in 

“Nothing here was simple. Eve¬ 
rything had to be milled, custom, 
right down to having to have the 
knives made to cut the wood,” 
Landon said 

Maintaining authentic building 
techniques, all materials used in the 
restoration process mirror those of 
the original builders Just as the 
original builders had done, the 
Landons completed the outside first 
and then moved inside 1’he roof 
was replaced, using specially crafted 
cedar shingles. The lattice work, 
unique in it’s perpendicular (as op¬ 
posed to the common slanted vari¬ 
ety) design was recreated by hand 
The widow’s walk, which had been 
totally razed, was replicated accu¬ 
rately using historic photographs 


now on display at the Didsbury 
Museum 

The cost both emotionally and 
financially has often been steep but 
the Landons are taking each phase 
one step at a time as their schedule 
and budget permits. Along the way 
the rewards have ranged from amus¬ 
ing to deeply gratifying. 

‘ ‘ We found some old letters from 
World War 1 [inside the walls] say¬ 
ing what the [livestock] was selling 
for and a power bill.” 

The power bill for the month 


amounted to seven cents The rea¬ 
son it was so ‘high’, Landon ex¬ 
plained, was due to a past due amount 
of four cents plus one cent interest 
The interest and patience shown 
by neighbors and feedback from 
visitors touches the Landons The 
three open house events held to date 
have generated lively responses 
‘ ‘ Over 600 people showed up for 
the first one,” Landon said, grati¬ 
fied by shared stones and apprecia¬ 
tion of their on-going efforts by 
visitors who tend to knock on their 


door on a regular basis, open house 
or not 

Upon completion, the Landons 
plan to have at least four ‘ ‘decadent’ ’ 
rooms, in a Bed and Breakfast op¬ 
eration where pampered guests will 
enjoy nightly ‘turn down’ service 
complete with a mint on the pillow, 
awakening each morning to the fra¬ 
grant aroma of fresh baked blue¬ 
berry muffins 

Those who have undertaken their 
own home renovation projects know 
all about wood chips, internal dust 


storms and frayed nerves Anna said 
she and her husband try to take 
regular breaks, but their dedication 
to the project and their mutual de¬ 
light at each completed stage pro¬ 
vide a united front of exhilaration 
and unrelenting high energy levels 
Those contemplating a similar 
projects need only remember one 
thing, Anna said 

“You have to know it’s what you 
really want ”
